Ervin said Brownell’s testi- 
mony left him in ignorance of 
any existing conditions that 
justified asking Congress for 
what the Senator called the 
“drastic remedy” proposed by 
the Administration. 

It was the second day of hear- 
ings by a Senate Judiciary sub- 
committee on the Administra- 
tion’s program and other civil 
rights measures. , 

Today’s hearing .picked up 
where yesterday's left off—with 
Ervin, one of the Southern op- 
ponents of the legislation, ques- 
tioning Brownell. 

Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
(Dem.), Missouri, the subcom- 
mittee chairman, had 10 other 
witnesses tentatively scheduled 
to testify today but it appeared 
doubtful: that many of them, in 
addition to Brownell, would be 
heard.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15— 
France borrowed $40,900,000 
from the International Mone- 
tary Fund yesterday to tide it 
over a dollar crisis. 

Under a standby arrangement 
made last October, France is 
able to draw a total of $262,- 
500,000 from the fund. It is ex- 
pected that it will withdraw all 
of this at the rate of $40,000,- 
000 a month over the next few 
months. 


At the time the standby ar- 
rangement was made the 
French need was based on crop 
failures because of bad weather 
which had necessitated the im- 
port of grains and other foods, 
Since then the Algerian cam- 
paign and the Suez crisis have 
increased her need for foreign 
exchange.

Under the French arrange- 
ment with the Fund francs will 
be deposited with the fund in 
exchange for the dollars being 
borrowed.

Experts. to Help 
Survey Expected 
Take About Year.

A detailed survey of the 
Police Department, which will 
serve as a policy yardstick for 
the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, will be made by the 
Governmental Research Insti- 
tute, Victor D. Brannon, insti- 
tute director, announced yester- 
day. 

Every phase of the depart- 
ment’s organization and opera- 
tion will studied, Brannon 
said. One or more national 
consultants on police adminis- 
tration will come here to work 
with the institute staff. The 
survey will require about a 
year. 

H. Sam Priest, president of 


the Police Board, which re-| 


quested the survey, said the 
board will not wait for the 
completed report. Any sugges- 
tions for changes will be con- 
sidered as each item of the 
survey is finished. 


The institute will study gen- 
eral organization and adminis- 
tration, manpower, methods of 
selection and promotion of po- 
licemen, salaries, boundaries of 
present police districts, training 
methods, the record system and 
possible greater use of one-man 
police cars. 

Previous Survey Made. 


A previous survey of the de- 
partment was made in 1941-42 
by the institute but recommen- 
dations were not put into ef- 
fect until after Priest became 
president of the Police Board 
in 1946. Priest served previous- 
ly from 1946 until 1949. 

Among changes recommend- 
ed by the institute and made 
effective by the previous Priest 
board were decreasing the num- 
ber of officers reporting direct- 
ly to the chief, abolishing one 
police district, revamping and 
improving recruitment proce- 
dure and instruction, and test- 
ing one-man police cars. 

Services of the institute, a 
nonprofit organization, were 
used on a limited basis by the 
recent board headed by I. A. 
Long. It advised the board on 
use of one-man cars and made 
a geographical study of crime 
incidence to guide the depart- 
ment in destributing manpower. 
As a result the department

| ENIOR UNITED STATES DIPLOMATS at the United Nations 

view the debate on the Algerian question as an unfortunate 

episode. American support of France against the solid phalanx 
6f Asian and African countries has inflicted real damage on the 
United States moral prestige, these diplomats believe. 

The decision to support France was taken on grounds of 
éwpediency. France is an ally of the United States against Russian 
power in Europe. American diplomats do not attempt to make 
a moral defense of France’s refusal to move faster toward self- 
government for the Algerian people. 


Today’s nearly unanimous 
U.N. General Assembly vote ex- 
pressing the “hope”that a solu- 
tion of the Algerian problem 
will be found may repair some 
of the damage, United States 
diplomats would like to think. 
The compromise measure, sup- 
ported by the United States, 
was so watered down, however, 
that it did not represent a shift 
in the American position. 

Whether, in the light of hind- 


sight, the United States regrets 
its decision to support France, 
is an open question. It is 

te unlikely, however—though 

s is not stated directly by 
American diplomats here—that 
France would receive similar 
American support, should the 
Algerian issue come before the 
United Nations again next fall. 


Warning to France. 


In effect, then, France has 
béen put on notice to arrive at 
a peaceful settlement of the 
Algerian problem within the 
next six months or so. 


Algerian nationalist leaders, 
in fact, expect the French to 
resume negotiations for an end 
to the war in Algeria soon after 
the adjournment of the present 
session of the General Assem- 
Bly, set for the end of next 
week. They believe the effort 
of the French to pacify Algeria 
has failed, despite the presence 
in Algeria of nearly 500,000 
French troops. 


Senior United States diplo- 
mats and responsible Algerian 
nationalists believe the French 
leaders have not been unmoved 
by the debates in the United 
Nations. They believe France 
is beginning to come to terms 
with the realities of popular 
movements in Africa — move- 
ments aimed not at installing 
Communist regimes, but at 
achieving self-government. 

Whether this view is overly- 
optimistic will be demonstrated 
in the months ahead. Algerian 


‘fiationalists like Ferhat Abbas, 


“who heads the group attending 
‘the U.N. sessions, are deter- 
‘mined to win self-government 
‘for Algeria, either by negotta- 
tions or by a continuation of 
the war. 


United States support of 
France has weakened the posi- 
of this nation, as American 
‘diplomats see it, at a time when 
Soviet Russia is seeking to ex- 
ploit Asian and African nation- 
alism as a weapon in the mount- 
cold war. It is a price the 
nited States will be reluctant 
to pay any more often than is 
absolutely necessary for support 
France or other European 
allies, it is said. 
~ U.S. Policy Explained. 

It is American policy, our 
U.N. representatives say, to 
avoid as much as possible being 
forced to make choices between 
our friends in Asia and Africa 
and our friends elsewhere in 
the world. 


They explain our policy to- 
ward the British, French and 
sraeli invasion of Egypt as be- 

an example of this, despite 
the widespread opinion in Brit- 

-ain, France and Israel that we 

e“sided with the Arabs.” It is 
true, it is said, that the United 
“States favored an ending of the

Another division of the United 


Nations like that which oc- 
curred on the Algerian question 
would be, in the United States 
view, little short of a disaster. 
The words of the Lebanese 
Christian philosopher, Charles 
Malik, a veteran U.N. diplomat, 
are taken seriously by the 
United States representatives. 
Malik said after the voting on 
the Algerian issue: 


“We see in the vote a clear 
division between Asia and Af- 
rica, on the one hand, and 
Europe and the western hemis- 
phere, on the other. ... We 
have been laboring for days to 
reach some kind of decision 
which would break that un- 
healthy division. It is abso- 
lutely necessary to remove that 
situation in our minds, in the 
United Nations and in the 
world.” 


Malik was speaking from a 
‘moral viewpoint, deploring a 
division of the world by race 
and region. From a more prag- 
matic viewpoint, the United 
States delegation does not wel- 
come the fact that Soviet Rus- 
sia and its allies voted with 
Asia and Africa, and the vast 
majority of mankind, while the 
United States and its Europesn 
allies, a small minority of the 
world’s peoples, were on the 
other side. 

Complex Emotions Involved. 


United States diplomats see 
Russia as attempting to identify 
itself with Asian and African 
nationalism, by backing Alger- 
ian nationalism and by other 
means. Asian and African na- 
tionalism is a complex and 
emotional force; the United 
States seeks to support it in 
its “legitimate” aspects, and to 
guide it along constr uctive lines, 
our diplomats say. 

They add that the Eisenhower 
Doctrine of supporting Middle 
Eastern nations by military and 
economic means, if such nations 
wish support to defend them- 
selves against Russian influence, 
can serve to identify the United 
States with Middle Eastern na- 
tionalist movements. Our diplo- 
mats privately say with regret 
that they doubt if there is pub- 
lic support in the United States 


for what would be a more use- |. 


ful economic program for Asia 
and Africa—broad in scope, not 
tied to specific Communist 
“threats” and perhaps under 
United Nations auspices. 

Meanwhile, they do believe 
that political opportunities will 
arise for future demonstrations 
of American sympathy for the 
aspirations of the Asian and 
African people.

U.S.C. OF C. PUTS

HEN Senators Estes Ke- 
W tauver and John Kennedy 

fought it out for the Demo- 
cratic vice presidential nomina- 
tion at Chicago last summer, 
political circles buzzed with the 
comment that this was not like- 
ly to be the last race between 
the two candidates. 

The question now arises: If 
the battle for the Number One 
spot on the 1960 Democratic 
ticket narrows down to a choice 
between Kefauver and Kennedy, 
which one holds the edge as of 
the present time? 

In its first test of the poten- 
tial strength of Democratic can- 
didates, the Institute finds Ke- 
fauver today holds the lead as 
favorite among rank-and-file 
members of his party. But it 
is not a L*g lead. 

Among rank-and-file .Demo- 
crats who are familiar with 
both candidates, Kefauver is 
the current favorite of 49 per 
cent, while Kennedy is the 
choice of 38 per cent. 


The junior Senator from 
Massachusetts, if he has inten- 
tions of making a bid for the 
Democratic nomination in 1960, 
faces one big problem which 
the. Tennessee Senator does not. 

Ken has the job of mak- 
ing himself better known at the 
national level. 

Among rank-and-file Demo- 
crats today, 26 per cent told 
interviewers for the Gallup 
Poll that they did not know 
who Kennedy is. On the other 
hand, only 6 per cent were un- 
able to identify Kefauver. 


Democrats in the survey 
were first asked to give their 
opinions, favorable or unfavor- 
able, of the two Senators. An 
intensity scaling device, which 
not only determines whether a 
person holds a favorable or un- 
favorable opinion, but also reg- 
isters the intensity of that opin- 
ion, was used. 

Results indicate that both 
candidates are favorably re- 
garded by Democratic party 
members; as the following table 
shows:

(the United States Supreme 
Court, The President can de- 
fend himself. Congress can de- 
fend itself. . But the justices of 
the Supreme Court, speaking 
only through their opinions, can 
'never speak in. their own be- 
half. 

The court is today the target 
of some turbulent controversy 


because of its trend.of opinions 
on racial questions even as it 
was the target of turbulent con- 
troversy 20 years ago when it 
was Striking down some of the 
early New Deal legislation as 
unconstitutional, 
Opinions Not Sacrosanct. 

Criticism of the court's rul- 
ings is healthy and desirable. 
The legal opinions of judges 
should be no more sacrosanct 
than the political opinions of 
politicians. That the opinion of 
the Supreme Court is legally 
final does not make it infallible; 
it isn't. Judge Jennings Bailey, 
a rugged individualist on the 
U.S. district bench in Washing- 
ton, put it rather nicely when, 
informed that the Supreme 
Court had sustained one of his 
rulings, he remarked: “Huh! I 
still think I was right.” 

But criticism of the author- 
ity of the Supreme Court seems 
to me unhealthy and dangerous. 

The Constitution does not 
spell out the precise role the 
Supreme Court shall play. It 
remained for the court itself 
to define its function and it was 
largely through the force and 
cogency of the opinions of Chief 
Justice John Marshall that the 
court established itself as the 
interpreter of what laws, state 
and federal, are constitutional 
and what are not. 


When some deeply resent a 
decision of the court, they often 
| attack the jurisdiction of the 
court. But the fact remains 
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personnel from slipping into the hands of eager 


Nearly every Congress has had to defend its independence— 
sometimes not too successfully—from presidential encroachment. 
For a considerable period at the time of Franklin Roosevelt's 
dominance Congress found itself more a subordinate than a 
co-ordinate branch of the government. 

It seems to me time some-| 


that, while the court originally 
asserted its role as interpreter 
of the Constitution, no action 
has ever been taken, either by 
Congress or by the people, to 
alter or restrict its authority 
one iota. Such a course has 
been open to us for nearly 150 
years, but the jurisdiction of 
the court remains untouched, 
When, in 1937, President Roose- 
velt tried to mold the opinions 
of the Supreme Court more to 
his liking by his “court-pack- 
ing” plan, he suffered the se- 
verest defeat of his career. The 
| Senate overwhelmingly rejected 
his scheme and in the congres- 
sional elections next year the 
country took some 80 Demo- 
cratic seats in the House away 
from him. 


What Court Does. 

Above all else the court does 
two things: 

It prevents the Federal 
Government and the state 
governments from enroach- 
ing upon each other, thus 
preserving the balance of our 
federal system. 

It protects the constitution- 
al liberties of all the people 
from enroachment by either 
the states or the federal gov- 
ernment, 

We should never forget that 
if we undercut the right of the 
court to determine what is cone 
stitutional, then any majority 
of Congress at any time can 
pass any law it wishes without 
having it measured against the 
Constitution. That way, con 
stitutional government woulg 
go out the window, 

The quality of President Eig 
enhower's appointments to the 
Supreme Court contribute to itg 
continued strength. 

With the retirement of Jus- 
tice Stanley F. Reed, Mr. Eis- 
enhower has now to make his 
fourth appointment to the high 


bench in four years. In naming 
Chief Justice Earl Warren, and

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

While geography in itself is not a 
qualification for our highest court, 
nevertheless, now that a vacancy 
exists, and there is an outstanding 
jurist in this area, it would seem 
that consideration should be given 
to his appointment, 

I refer to Judge Charles E. Whit- 
taker, a member of the United 
States Court of Appeals for the 
Fighth Circuit, which court sits in 
St. Louis. Judge Whittaker was 
appointed by President Eisenhower 
as judge of the United States Dis- 
trict Court in Kansas City, July 19, 
1954, to succeed Albert L. Reeves.

Judge Whittaker, then president 
of the Missouri Bar, was one of 
the outstanding lawyers in the state. 

His appointment to the district 
bench in Kansas City was greeted 
with enthusiastic approval. I have 
heard more than one lawyer from 
Kansas City praise the appointment 
of such a distinguished trial lawyer 
to the district bench. 

Judge Whittaker’s qualifications 
are so outstanding that when a va- 
cancy occurred in the Court of Ap- 
peals, he was promptly promoted 
and has been a member of that court 
since last June 22. Attorneys appear- 
ing before Judge Whittaker have 
noted with pleasure his careful prep- 
aration for the oral presentation. 

From the bench Judge Whittaker 
asks searching and penetrating ques- 
tions which make oral arguments 
what they were intended to be; 
namely, a thorough and complete 
discussion of the legal problems in- 
volved. Too often appellate court 
judges sit in oral arrument without 
any preparation at all,

Framework for a Policy 


In approving a slightly revised version of the 


Middle East resolution, Senate committeemen - 


have cleared the way for what we hope will be 
prompt final action. The Democrats come out of 
the committee hearings with a reeord of erratic 
opposition, and the Administration with a re- 
sponsibility to move swifily teward the forma- 
tion of a positive Middle East. policy. 

In its revised form the resolution may be an 
improvement on the original. It retains authority 
for the President to engage in military and eco- 
nomie co-operation with Middle Eastern nations 
and to spend $200,000.000 in aid funds for that 
purpose. Instead of literally “authorizing” 
him to use armed forces in case ef Communist 
aggression, however, it states that the United 
States is prepared to do so “if the President de- 
termines the necessity thereof.” 

This is, of course, in some degree a way of 
“authorizing” the President to act, Yet the new 
phraseology does emphasize that the prime re- 
sponsibility for action rests with the Executive, 
and it does avoid any suggestion that the Presi- 
dent lacks constitutional authority to command 
the armed forces. We see no reason why Mr. 
Fisenhower should not accept the revision, 

On the whole, the majority Democrats wrote 
a disappointing reeord in their handling of the 
resolution. As a group, they seemed to have no 
settled idea of just what should be done in the 
Middie East or of just why they opposed the 
President’s request. Their criticism at times 
earried overtones of isolationism, and even sug- 
gested that they might be taking over the stand- 
pat Republicans’ position of hostility to foreign 
economic assistance. All they were really sure 
about was that they do not like Secretary Dulles. 

Only four of 15 Democrats voted against Sen- 
ator Fulbright's effort to water down the resolu- 
tion by making it a mere statement of congres- 
sional opinion without foree of law, Only four 
Democrats, mostly different ones, voted against 
Senator Byrd’s equally crippling move to deny 
the President authority to use foreign aid funds. 
And in the end, a majority of eight Democrats 
opposed the resolution. 

Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts was the 
only Democrat to support the resolution on all 
three tests, Senators Sparkman of Alabama, 
Jackson of Washington, Green of Rhode Island 
and Stennis of Mississippi were the only ones 
to support it on two out of three tests, 

The Democratic leadership might well take a 
lesson on this issue from Harry S. Truman. The 
party has no more vigorous partisan in it than 
he, yet he knows when partisanship is out of 
place. From the beginning, Mr. Truman has in- 
sisted that the President should be granted au- 
thority to act despite all constitutional doubts, 
past Administration blunders, and campaign 
misrepresentation of Middle Eastern affairs. 

Now the former President, in an article for 
the North American Newspaper Alliance, renews 
his warning egainst undue delay in getting the 
resolution on the books as a framework for an 
active, effective policy. 

On the latter point, he has something to say 
which the Administration could profitably listen 
to. No peace is possible in the Middle East, he 
points out, until we tackle the overall problem 
of economic development; and he proposes big, 
international, meaningful programs of resource 
development as opposed te piecemeal aid to one 
or two favored nations. 

It would be folly for the Administration to 
suppose that the job will be done when the 
resolution has been passed. The resolution can 
only make a policy possible. And the elements 
of that policy are, first, dynamic action to settle 
the Suez and Israeli-Arab disputes in a creative 
spirit which recognizes the impossibility of re- 
storing the situation as it was before the crisis; 
and second, {naginative and consistent efforts 
to organize economic development on a regional, 
international, eo-operative basis, 

The Middle Zast resolution can, in a sense, 
set up a shield against the possibility of Com- 
munist aggression; but behind the shield it is 
still necessary to plan and carry out great meas- 
ures of policy.

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Can We Take the Chance? 


Testimony before the O'Mahoney oi] commit- 
tee is developing contradictions and confusion 
over figures and authority, but to the Senator 
from Wyoming the fundamental proposition is 
still the same: the oil companies must increase 
European deliveries and roll back prices at 
home or face a move for Government regulation. 

Although unhappy about statements made 
earlier by Hugh H. Stewart, director of the Of- 
fice of Oil and Gas in his department, even 
Secretary of the Interior Fred A. Seaton testi- 
fied that for the first three months of the “oil 
lift” Europe will be getting only 80 per cent of 
its requirements. But in New York, M. J, 
Rathbone, president of Standard Oil of New Jer- 
sey, said that the oil industry is “aiming” at 100 
per cent. He also said the latest price increase 
was “overdue” even without the Suez crisis. 

Mr. Seaton also testified that the Government 
is without power to seize the oil industry— 
something which hardly should be necessary. 
And he followed the earlier testimony of Assist- 
ant Secretary Felix E. Wormser in saying that 
he had no authority to seek a price cut, volun- 
tary or otherwise. Indeed he said that the Gov- 
ernment does not even have the authority to de- 
mand pertinent cost figures. 

Yet as Mr. Wormser had said, if an appeal 
from the right source were made strong enough, 
deliveries undoubtedly would be stepped up. We 
ask again whether such an appeal, if strong 
enough, might not induce the oil companies to 
take a second look at their prices—and at their 
effect on industry, utilities and motorists. 

The immediate task of the O’Mahoney com- 
mittee is to establish facts beyond the possibili- 
ty of serious controversy. But as these are de- 
veloped, they should be called to the attention 
of a Congress which, at the President's request, 
is again considering the exemption from federal 
regulation of the natural gas producers, many 
of which are oil companies. Can they really be 
expected to keep prices down if free of -super- 
vision? Can the nation afford to take a chance 
with oil which it does not take with power, 
transport and other utilities? 
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Policy Operators Need No Aid 


The parasites who run the policy games that 
flourish so well in the cheap rooming house 
and slum areas of St. Louis make an easy liv- 
ing. Representative LeRoy Tyus wants to help 
them out by hampering the St. Louis police in 
their steady fight against these lotteries. 

Mr. Tyus has introduced a bill in the Mis- 
souri Legislature that would amend the law so 
that possession of policy slips would no longer 
be a violation of the law.

Prime Minister, in about 10 days, and a month later he will 

There is no 
doubt that the simultaneous announcement of these two separate 
meetings is to be taken as meaning the official end of the period 
of hard feelings which were aroused over the Suez affair.

A Personal Partnership. 


What has broken down is the 
partnership which derived not 
from a treaty but from the per- 
sonal relationship of Churchill 
and Roosevelt during tle second 
World War. Into this partner- 
ship, after her liberation from 
the Germans, France was 
admitted. 

The essence of the partner- 
ship was that in the great issues 
of peace and war, we would all 
consult one another and would 
work out a common policy. 

When Britain and France in- 
tervened in Egypt without con- 
sulting the United States, when 
the United States then took the 
lead in the United Nations to 
oppose them, the partnership 
which Churchill and Roosevelt 
created was dissolved. 

The question now is in what 
measure a new partnership can 


be developed. I think we must 
put it that way because the 
old partnership would not have 
dissolved last autumn if there 
had not already been a deep 
erosion of the basis on which it 
rested. 

basis was the common 
peril of a world war against a 
formidable enemy in Europe. 
The war in the Pacific was al- 
ways in considerable degree out- 
side the partnership. 

But in the rest of the war— 
in Europe, the Mediterranean, 
the Middle East, Africa and the 
Atlantic ocean—the Churchill- 
Roosevelt partnership was real 
because the two governments 
were so profoundly dependent 
the one on the other. 


Common Policies Needed. 
In the post-war period, the 


which the partnership § has 
worked. North of Hongkong it 
has disappeared in the Far East. 
It does not exist in South Asia. 
Now it is greatly shrunken in 
the Middle East, and the ques- 
tion is whether, and how far a 
new partnership can be devel- 


The area tn which the new 
working partnership needs to 
be developed, where it is in- 
deed indispensable, is on the 
continent of Europe, in the 
Middle East, and in Africa. 
| The affair in Suez proved 
that in this area there cannot 
be an independent British or 
French policy. It follows that 
we shall have to work out com- 
mon policies. We shall have to 
work out common policies for 
the reunion of the two Ger- 
manies, for the security of the 
whole continent, for the stabil- 
ization and the neutralization of 
the Middle East, and for the 
development of Africa. 

If we can do that, we shall 
have again what Churchill and 
Roosevelt had when they 
‘founded the old partnership— 
great things to do that we must 
‘do together.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 sen. Caiarbiididia testimony has 
disclosed the Government is taking steps to keep heavyweight 
boxing champion Floyd Patterson and other big purse-winners 
from falling into the same tax troubles that plague ex-champion 


Joe Louis. 


Federal officials testified that 
Patterson’s tax returns will be 
checked promptly so he will 
know before his fighting career 
ends whether he owes any addi- 
tional taxes. They said the In- 
ternal Revenue Service has 
been alerted to the need for 
auditing promptly returns of 
other taxpayers who earn big 
money for only a few years. 

Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner Russell C. Harrington 
and other officials discussed the 
tax trouble of Louis and other 
boxers at recent closed-door 
hearings before a House Ap- 
propriations subcommittee. The 
testimony was made public to- 
day. 
Withholding Tax Studied. 

Harrington and his aids told 
the subcommittee: Officials 
have under “active study” the 
possibility of imposing “with- 


other self-employed big-money 
earners with short-lived high 
incomes. Under the arrange- 
ment, the tax collector presum- 
ably would take part of every 
purse earned by a big-time 
fighter. However, no one, as 
yet, has come up with a satis- 
factory ‘way of doing it. 

The officials explained they 
feared it “might work an ex- 
treme hardship” to withhold 
taxes on gross income. Many 
prize fighters and others who 
would be affected have heavy 
“business expenses” which can- 
not be figured in advance and 


determining net income.

NEW YORK, Feb. 15 (AP). 
Fr YOU'RE STILL SMARTING from the Christmas bills ‘and | 
flinching at the approach of the fateful date to pay income | 
taxes it may comfort you a little to know: 
Uncle Sam is pinched for cash, too. 

: His cash balance is considerably lower 
than he likes it to be. His expenses have been 
rising. People are redeeming savings bonds 
and investing their money elsewhere at higher 
rates. He has to pay out $800,000,000 in cash 
to people who wouldn’t take new securities for 
their maturing ones last week. And his friends 
overseas are asking for financial help. 

The Treasury is going into the maqpey 
market next week to seek a bigger than usual 
loan. Some folk even eye the gold hoard at 
Fort Knox as one way out—it’s about $500,- 

Sam Dawsen 000,000 bigger than a year ago and some of it 
could be turned into money for overseas spending. 

SWEETENING OF THE YIELDS of savings bonds could stop 
the flood of redemptions. On March 15 corporations will be paying 
part of their income taxes. By April 15 individuals will be pay- 
ing theirs. So the Treasury cash shortage should be only tempo- 
rary. Tight money and rising interest rates have been behind 
some of the Treasury's current embarrassment. Last week the 

offered new securities for 10 and three-fourths billion 


Treasury 
dollars ‘worth of maturing ones. But in an era of tight money, | 


holders of $800,000,000 worth demanded cash instead. 

RISING INTEREST RATES on many other forms of saving 
seem to be the chief reason that more people have been turning 
in their savings bonds for redemption than have been buying 
new ones. In January the Treasury redeemed $530,000,000 worth 
of E bonds while selling $394,000,000. Under the onslaughts 
from all sides the Treasury's cash on hand has shrunk. A Gov- 
ernment with debts of 276 billion and planning to spend 72 
billion a year doesn't feel comfortable with a cash balance that 
hovers around two billion dollars. 

FOR SEVERAL WEEKS the Treasury has been borrowing 
extra money and will up the ante further next week. Each week 


the Treasury sells $1,600,000,000 worth of 91-day bills, This is’ 


usually a turnover transaction, the new bills replacing an equal 
amount coming due that week. For the last three weeks the 
Treasury has been getting $100,000,000 extra by selling $1,700,- 
000,000 dollars worth of bills. Next week it’s so pinched for 
cash it will offer $1,800,000,000 worth. This doesn’t mean that 
Uncle Sam is going broke—although some folk have warned 
that if he doesn’t stop spending more each year, he might 
go broke in time. 


WHEN THE TAX PAYMENTS ROLL IN—in March, April 
and June—the Treasury expects to get enough to end up its 
fiscal year June 30 with a surplus. The proposed budget for 
next year also calls for a surpluse—although this is dependent 
upon incomes continuing to rise, thus increasing the take from

But 
once you're acclimated to it and the mood of highly roman- 
tic passion implemented by quoted poetry rather than the 
inflammatory beat of music, the undertones of insidious un- 
naturalness creep through the aura of stilted manners and 


heavily brocaded decor. And the film is quite terrifying 
in its own muted way. 


Edward Moulton-Barrett, father of the poetess, Eliza- 
beth Barrett, is played, in a brilliant performance by John 
Gielgud, as the narrow, prurient, tyrannical egomaniac pro- 
pounded by Rudolf Besier’s play. By iron will and sick re- 
solve, he grinds down his six sons and three daughters into 
absolute subservience, quenching all spirit of fun in them, 
threatening to cast out penniless any who disobeys in the 
slightest. Suitors for the girls are absolutely forbidden; 
the slightest bit of enjoyment is smothered by his chill dis- 
approval. He has driven Elizabeth to a neurotic sick-couch 
by his insistence on her ill health. 


It is only when the poet, Robert Browning, comes burst- 
ing into this gloomy atmosphere like a fresh and whole- 
some breeze that the spell of Moulton-Barrett holds over 
Elibazeth is exorcised and she defies her father to marry 
Browning. Her resolution is brought to a head in a horrify- 
ing scene in which Gielgud, more than any other actor who 
has played the role, brings sharply and unmistakenly into 
focus his incestuous love for his daughter Elizabeth which 
is causing him to try to ruin her happiness. 


Jennifer Jones plays Elizabeth Barrett with great sen- 
sitiveness. But it is a more robust Elizabeth than deco- 
rated the invalid couch of Miss Cornell or; Miss Shearer. 
After, Browning, played by Bill Travers with fine healthy 
romantic fervor, bursts into her sphere, she soon shakes off 
the imagined illness and is stealing dates with him in walks 
and drives in Kensington Gardens. Perhaps the physical 
part of her revolt against her father is not as dramatic as 
it was in the play as a result, as she doesn’t propel herself 
from a sick-bed. But that throws the accent more power- 
fully on her revulsion against her father’s cloying and 
smothering unnaturalness. It’s an engrossing drama. 


Touching Operatic Heroine 


Opera audiences these many years have been asked to 
shed tears over the dire fate of poor Cio Cio San, the Japa- 
nese geisha, in Puccini's richly melodic opera, “MADAME 
BUTTERFLY,” as she was married and then deserted by 
that dirty dog, Lt. Pinkerton of the United 
States Navy, after he took a pink-and-white 
American wife. But I have never been 
able to feel more than academic sorrow for 
Cid. Cio San on the operatic stage. Last 
timé I saw her she was played by a lusty 
Yugoslav soprano who must have weighed 
200 pounds and looked well fitted to cope 
with any situation, including strangling Pinkerton with her 
bare hands. X 

Now that we have the Italian motion picture version, 
with actual Japanese cast in the Japanese roles, at the OR- 
PHEUM we finally have a Cio Cio San you can actually weep 
for. She is Kaoru Yachigusa, delicate and lovely Japanese 
actress whose face is a mobile mirror for every emotion. 
So sensitive and expressive is she that, although the score 
is sung in Italian, she eloquently translates the thought of 
every line by acting alone. 

Pinkerton, as acted by Nicola Filacuridi, may be a collar- 
ad stick. Sharpless, the American consul, played by Ferdi- 
nando Lidonni, is a slightly better actor, but not ideal. 
Michiko Tanaka as the maid, Suzuki, is fine. The opera 
is beautifully sung with dubbed-in voices (Orietta Moscucci 
as Cio Cio San, Giuseppe Campora as Pinkerton, Anna Maria 
Canali as Suzuki, and Lidonni himself singing Sharpless.) 
Its decor supplies a poignant mood in its fragile enchant- 
ment. So that altogether it is an exquisite excursion into a 
realm of sentimentality brought to a glowing lyricism by 
Puccini’s wonderfully rich music. An English commentary 
between or underneath the scenes clarifies the action. 


Poor Jesse James 
The exploits of Jesse and Frank James have been re- 
counted in at least a dozen movies, with the most famous 
one the 1939 picture starring Henry Fonda and Tyrone 
Power. Twentieth Century-Fox, however, evidently thought 
the yarn hadn’t been wrung dry, because 
out they come again with the “THE TRUE 
STORY OF JESSE JAMES,” at the FOX, 
with Robert Wagner as Jesse and Jeffrey 

Hunter as Frank, 
It follows the accepted versions in most 
h . | of its facts, though it does ring in the 
[imal probably Apocryphal story about Jesse 
giving $600 to a poor woman to pay off the mortgage on her 
farm, then robbing the banker as soon as he collected the 
mortgage money. However, the slanting is the same old 
pitch to make heroes out of the cold, hard-hearted killers. 
They were driven into bank robbery because Northern 
sympathizers burned their farm and they were persecuted 
for having ridden with Quantrill’s guerillas. The bombing 
attack of “Remington” (actually Pinkerton) detectives on 
their home when the brothers’ 12-year-old half-brother was 
killed and their mother wounded, and Jesse’s tender love 
for his wife between crimes are played up bigger than the 
gang’s many robberies and killings. The disaster in the 
fiasco of the attempt to rob the Northfield, Minn. bank is 
shown in detail, and there is one note of cynicism in which 
Cole Younger cackles over a magazine description of Jesse 
as a Robin Hood who robs the rich to help the poor. And 
there is dialogue to the effect that Jesse had it coming be- 
cause he wouldn't quit. Yet the whole weight of the picture 

throws sympathy to the outlaws, 

Even if you overlook those objections and want to 
whoop and holler for the James boys, Wagner plays Jesse so 
much like a callow, wet-behind-the-ears juvenile, there is 
simply no impact of the character, bad or otherwise. Jesse 
always struck us as closer to the Humphrey Bogart type.

Queen Elizabeth and Duke Appear Devoted, but Royal Duties and Traditions Make Life Difficult

ND they lived nepeey 
66 A toeether forever after,” 


says the fairy tale. con- 
cluding its story of the beauti- 
ful princess and the handsome 
prince on their wedding day. 
The rest is left to romantie 
imagination. 

But the world is not a story- 
book land. The Princess—now 
Queen Elizabeth IIl—and the 
Prince—the Duke of Edinburgh 
~—have not been able to live 
these past nine years and three 
months in a fairy tale. 

This is the story of their 
married life, not as romantic- 
ally imagined but as they ac- 
tually have had to live it—the 
dashing Prince and the digni+ 
fied Princess who became 
Queen. 

Their wedding took place on 
Nov. 20, 1947, when Elizabeth 
was 21 and Philip 26. They 
were distant cousins, both be- 
ing the great-great-grandchil- 
dren of Queen Victoria. They'd 
known each other since child- 
hood, but their romance really 
began in 1939. 

Philip was the cadet who 
squired the royal visitors when 
King George brought his fam- 
ily, including the charming “Lil- 
ibet,” to the Dartmouth Royal 
Naval School. When the King’s 
launch sailed away, yellow- 
haired Philip followed in a row- 
boat, waving. 

He and Elizabeth began cor- 
responding soon afterward and, 
following the war, were seen in 
public together. There was no 
trouble getting royal—or popu- 
lar—acceptance for the match, 
since Philip was both royal and 
popular himself. 

Every possible barrier was 
removed to Philip’s entrance 
into Britain’s ruling family. He 
was created Duke of Edinburgh, 
Earl of Merioneth and Baron 
Greenwich on the eve of the 
wedding and was given the priv- 
ilege of being called “Your 
Royal Highness.” 

Just six days before their first 
wedding anniversary, Elizabeth 
ga¥e birth to Prince Charles. 
On Aug. 15, 1950, Princess Anne 
was born. On Feb. 6, 1952, King 
George VI died, and Elizabeth 
became the Queen. 

Even before that, of course, 
the royal couple was almost con- 
stantly in the public eye. But 
the ascension to the throne 
made it even more difficult for 
Philip and Elizabeth to lead 
anything resembling a normal 
life. Every step they took was 
watched closely by Britain and 
the world. Criticism followed 
swiftly on the heels of any devi- 
ation from the accepted norm 
of royal behavior. 

Philip in particular has been 
subject to many slings and ar- 
rows of outraged public opinion. 
Even at court, he has caused 
eyebrows to be raised as he at- 
tempted to sweep away the suf- 
focating cobwebs left by the 
prudish Victorian past. Philip is 
a modern man whose impatience 
with .excessive protocol was 
hardly lessened by his wartime 
naval experience. Therefore, he 
has shocked some entrenched 
oldtimers at the castle who feel 
that the idea of a monarchy will 
wither away and die from lack 
of public support unless there 
is strict adherence to traditional 
pomp and circumstance.

LIZABETH has seemed far 

more amenable than Philip 

to meeting the demands of 
musty old tradition, but even 
she has shown signs of wanting 
—and needing—at least an oc- 
casional respite, Last October 
she and the Duke stayed out 
until 3 a.m. at a coming-of-age 
party thrown for the Duke of 
Kent. It would have knocked 
the stuffings out of Great- 
Great-Grandma Victoria to see 
the royal couple taking part in 
the rock ‘'n’ roll revelry. 

It was one of the rare occa- 
sions when the Queen could “let 
her hair down.” Usually, her 
devotion to duty wil! not permit 
her to unbend for a moment. 
The result, according to palace 
sources, is that she has grown 
tense and tired, completely un- 
able to relax properly or satis- 
factorily. ‘ 

Her preoccupation with offi- 
cial life and her eagerness to 
succeed, coupled with her de- 
sire to live up to the.very high- 
est standards of royal behavior, 
is taking its toll. There has been 
no hint of a “breakdown,” but 
there have been suggestions 
that, as Queen, Elizabeth has 
not been able to play her equal- 
ly important roles of wife and 
mother as well as she would 
like. 

As for Philip, his free and 
easy manner, or, as it is some-

times called, his “common 
touch,” is not approved unani- 
mously. 
Although there have been 
whispers even before now of 
occasional “differences”  be- 
tween the Queen and her hus- 
band, they have always ap- 
peared deeply devoted to each 
other in public. And such inti- 
mates as have, however dis- 
creetly, discussed the royal 
couple’s private life have for 
the most part staunchly main- 
tained, in the face of whatever 
rumors, that Philip and his 
“Lilibet” are ideally suited. 


But the stresses and strains 
of their .protocol-ruled life 
show. Elizabeth, badgered on 
one side by those who feel she 
yields too little to the Duke, is 
attacked from the other by Vic- 
torians who chide her for not 
requiring his more strict be- 
havior. | 

For both of them the years 
have not been easy. 

From the moment the maid 
knocks on Elizabeth’s bedroom 
door-with the morning tea, the 
“big show” of British royalty 
begins. The ponderous, sprawl- 
ing “machine” of constitutional 
monarchy roars into high gear, 
sweeping the Queen and her 
husband along a  precisely- 
charted course at a breathless 


ace. " 
There is the mail that must 


be read, the papers that must 
be seen, the documents that 
must be signed, the callers to be 
greeted, the outside engage- 
ments to be kept. There are 
secretaries with messages and 
officials with advice. There are 
decisions to be made and end- 
less routine duties to be done. 
There are special assignments 
for today and extra-special as- 
signments for tomorrow. 

Elizabeth and her consort 
have tried—and sometimes suc- 
ceeded—-in shaking loose from 
the shackles that royalty clamps 
on them. They have spent as 
much time with their children, 
eight-year-old Charles and six- 
year-old Anne, as they possibly 
could. The fact that the time 
has been so-sharply limited has 
not subtracted a bit from the 
pleasure they derive from the 
youngsters. 

They have managed to get 
away together for vacations and 
cruises. They have been able to 
bask in the knowledge that they 
are deeply loved by their sub- 
jects. But, constantly, there is 
the pressure of being “royalty.” 
The very clothing Elizabeth 
dons is an gffair of state de- 
creed by the function she is due 
to attend rather than personal, 
feminine whim or preference. 

The job her hairdresser does 
takes on international import- 
ance, for if the Queen is seen 
looking anything less than per- 
fectly groomed, the world will 
read of her “dowdy” appear- 
ance—with a subsequent loss in 
prestige for the British crown

and nation. There is no luxur- 
ious lazing in bed on a rainy 
Sunday morning for Elizabeth 
and Philip.

Wherever 
they go they are in the spot-

It is neither stinginess nor 
thrift—and even these accusa- 
tions have been made — that 
makes Elizabeth entertain less, 
officially and privately, than 
any British sovereign in his- 
tory. It is simply her desire to 
seize whatever opportunity she 
can to be with her husband and 
family. 


This same, wifely desire ex- 
plains Elizabeth's insistence 
upon regular royal family vaca- 
tions at Balmoral or Sandring- 
ham which, nevertheless, always 
are punctuated by dispatch 
cases, other work and, occa- 
sionally, some national crisis. 


She was at Sandringham for 
a “holiday,” for example, when 
the resignation of Sir Anthony 
Eden and the appointment of 
Harold MacMillan as his succes- 
sor as Prime Minister called 
her to London recently,

VENTS have -shown that 
F service with the royal family 

can wreck marriages because 
of the long separations such 
service frequently demands of 
husbands and wives. It would 
be all the more remarkable if 
the much more pressing strain 
on Elizabeth and Philip did not 
place their marriage under im- 
mense tests. 

And, like ordinary couples, 
Elizabeth and Philip have their 
ordinary differences. Philip is 
keefi on soccer, which the 
Queen just can’t see. He is a 
sailing enthusiast. She gets 
queasy even on large vessels. 
“In the matter of personality, her 
serious nature is not always 
consonant with Philip’s hail- 
fellow-well-met attitude. A pre- 
cious evening for the Queen 
comes when she can take time 
to fiddle with her stamps. This 
isn’t the Duke's cup of tea. He 
likes practical jokes, the Queen 
does not, He is a tinkerer with 
gadgets—which bore the Queen. 


In all strata of, society, hus- 
bands and wives must compro- 
mise such small differences, and 
usually do. So do Elizabeth and 
Philip. But the compulsion upon 
them to do so is greater than 
any known to Mr. and Mrs, 
Smith of Main Street. Private 
life, for the Queen and her con- 
sort, is something they must 
reach for and seize in pathetic 
dribs and drabs. 


The tradition that the man 
wears the pants in the family is 
far older than the British mon- 
archy, but a royal consort is 
primarily “the Queen’ s hus- 
band’’—whether he likes it or 
not. The Duke has been granted 
virtually all of the power and 
responsibility that could consti- 
tutionally be bestowed on the 
Queen's husband. However, the 
fact remains that the ultimate 
power and responsibility belong 
to his wife. 


Queen Victoria’s “lesser half,” 
Prince Albert, never ceased 
muttering about the trials and 
tribulations, the frustrations and 
indignities, heaped upon the na- 
tion's “first gentleman.” At first, 
the German princeling, moody, 
unpopular, snubbed and often 
ignored, was handed only the 
most menial tasks. Once, writ- 
ing about some state p 
Victoria noted that 
helped me with blotting the 
paper when I signed.” 

Later, Albert was assigned a 


more important part in the 
British Government, but he 
never achieved any responsibili- 
ties beyond those exerted by the 
present Queen's private secre- 
tary. Today, Philip, although 
granted far wider latitude and 
much more importance than 
Victoria's consort both in palace 
and public affairs, is still in the 
same psychological boat as 
“Dear Albert.” 


Philip has no powers in his 
own right. He has the rank but 
not the official title of a British 
prince. The titles of Duke of 
Edinburgh, Earl of Merioneth 
and Baron Greenwich were all 
conferred on him by his late 
father-in-law, King George VI. 
As the Queen’s husband, he is 
still her subject, and he will 
receive no further titles, honors 
or special privileges that she 
herself does not confer on him. 


In September, 1952, Elizabeth 
signed a warrant according her 
husband general precedence 
over all her other subjects. But 
Philip is not yet officially even 
a “prince consort’ —the title 
Victoria gave Albert 17 years 


to assert his 


after their marriage. Elizabeth 
retains her maiden name of 
Windsor. Philip’s state salary is 
only a pittance compared with 
the Queen's. It’s her money that 
pays all the bills. 


Albert would sulk about this - 


situation, but Philip has tended 
masculinity by 
whooping it up privately with 
the “boys,” playing hard games 
of polo and dashing off for sail- 
ing weekends. He went from the 
Navy into marriage with the 
reputation of being a “gay dog.” 
The Duke still enjoys the com- 
pany of others. He is essentially 
gregarious. He can take and 
hold his liquor. 

He admires pretty girls and 
gets a kick out of the gushy gals 
who whistle at him when he 
appears at a factory or at a 
motion picture theater. Often, 
he quips, “naughty-naughty” or 
“Atta girl.”

HILIP was an_ ex-officio 
member of the late court 
photographer Baron's exclu- 


sive “Thursday Club” at the 
studio where Baron  photo- 
graphed the most beautiful 


women in England. The “club” 
was a stamping grounds for 
celebrities. Its parties were gay 
and lively, and Philip became 
well-known for his humorous 
stories, his ability to enter com- 


pletely into the “swing of 
things.” 
The Duke will particularly 


miss his former secretary and 
side-kick “Mike” Parker, whose 
departure from the palace fol- 
lowed the announcement of the 
break-up of his marriage. Philip 
and “Mike” became fast friends 
while they were in the Navy to- 
gether. Before Elizabeth became 
Queen, they would attend off- 
beat parties to escape the whirl 
of court life, often ending up at 
a Turkish bath. 


Because of his gregarious, out- 
spoken nature, Philip often re- 
laxes too quickly, and some- 
times lets his guard down. His 
pre-marriage playboy activities 
have always been a talking point 
around the court—and the gos- 
sips have been quite willing to 
embroider on his exploits. 


The Queen certainly has 
heard some of this talk. Reports 
are that she has had words with 
the Duke more than once on the 
subject of “Bohemian behavior.” 


However, sources close to the 
Queen insist there are no indi- 
cations that Philip has engaged 
in any particularly serious play- 
boy antics since Elizabeth as- 
cended the throne. These sources 
add that the couple remains 
deeply in love. But the long sep- 
arations, such as the Duke's 
four-month trip now coming to 
an end, have undoubtedly and 
admittedly been hard on the 
Queen, adding to her tension 
and inability to relax. 


It is known, however, that 
Clizabeth is delighted with the 
success of Philip’s tour. And she 
has been cheered by the flood 
of snapshots and tape record- 
ings he has been sending home 
to his wife and children. One 
picture of him with a blossom- 
ing beard provoked a hilarious 
series of conversations by radio 
and telephone. 

It is not likely that reports 
of a “rift” between them will 
be able to survive the warmth 
of their reunion this weekend.

HE defense could have 
beaten South’s doubled 
game contract on today's 
deal, as West pointed out to his 
partner when the hand was over 
and in no uncertain terms. How- 
ever, this doesn’t detract from 
South’s excellent play. If de 
fenders never nodded there 
might be fewer squabbles, but 
there’d also be fewer exciting 
specimens of good dummy play. 
Both sides vulnerable, 
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West opened the club queen, 
dummy covered and East won 
the ace. It’s easy to see that 
East, at this point, could have 
insured beating the contract (if 
it was beatable) by simply cash- 
ing his ace and king of spades 
and exiting with a heart. Then 
declarer would have to come to 
East, or West, with whatever 
loser he had, be it a club or a 
diamond or a heart. For some 
reason East didn’t see it that 
way—we think he was playing 
for a more than one trick set. 
So East did not cash out 
his ace-king of spades but led 
the eight of hearts at trick two. 


Declarer seized his opportunt- 
ty. He won the ace of hearts 
and cashed another heart and 
then a third, not being sure 
whether East had two or three 
originally. East postponed the 
inevitable by discarding on 
the third heart. Declarer, now 
knowing East had been bailed 
out of hearts, led a trump to 
dummy’s 10, East won, belated 
ly tried to get out of his own 
way by cashing his other high 
trump, but was now stuck. He 
did make a heroic attempt at 
recovery. He guessed from the 
bidding that declarer had the 
diamond queen and no more 
clubs and led a low club away 
from his jack, hoping South 
would play West for that card 
and trump in on the trick. 


South having come along this 
far didn’t fall at the finish. He 
was able to place East with the 
jack on the bidding and even 
more on the earlier defense. He 
threw his diamond loser on the 
low club lead and his contract 
was home.

Louisburg Square on Beacon Hill remains a restricted 
quadrangle, complete with brick sidewalks and a wrought- 
fron fence enclosing a patch of lawn and statuary. 

Open house on Christmas Eve was once a Beacon Hill 
tradition, but attendance has now had to be restricted to in- 
vited guests because of the growth of rowdyism: 

Many of the older families of Boston have moved from 
the city to smaller houses in the suburbs. Chestnut Hill 
and Brookline were always considered a part of Boston, but 
the Boston area now takes in a dozen more communities, 
such as Dover, Dedham, Concord, Milton, Wellesley, Fram- 
ingham, Prides Crossing, Hamilton, Wenham, Weston, West- 
wood and Andover. 


Ladies of an Era. 

S for the ladies, Mrs. Fiske Warren, now in her 

eighties, is typical of a generation of gracious Boston 

hostesses who have largely retired to their homes. They 
represent an era, gone but nof forgotten, that probably 
reached its peak at the time when Mrs. Jack Gardner was 
shocking her contemporaries by her unconventional be- 
havior. Mrs. Gardner came to Boston from New York as 
a bride in 1860 and died in 1924. 

Mrs. Warren once presided over “Monday afternoons” 
at her Beacon Hill house, high on Mount Vernon street. Tea. 
was served with poetry readings amid gracious surroundings.

What Young People Think 


Few Want to Follow Dad's Career 
Survey Shows Only One Boy i in Six Intends to Take Up Father's Profession

BOUT one out of six boys 
A intends to make a career of 

following in his Dad's foot- 
steps. | 

Questioning college students 
on major campuses dbout this, 
we found with some surprise, 
that the “like father, like son” 
tradition was most deeply rooted 
in agriculture. This didn’t quite 
jibe with all the talk you hear 
about farm boys yearning for 
the big city. 

Engineering, teaching, the 

church, the armed services, law, 
manufacturing and medicine 
also commanded sizable per- 
centages of filial loyalty. 
' While 16 per cent of all stu- 
dents said they planned to enter 
the paternal business or profes- 
sion—ranging through 52 occu- 
pations from accounting to vet- 
erinary medicine—a whopping 
53 per cent of farmers’ sons 
interviewed declared themselves 
for life on the soil. 

“There's something about 
working on the land that is com- 
pletely fulfilling,” said a Colo- 
rado agricultural student. And 
another farmer’s son from 
Washington State: “No matter 
what happens to business in 
general, people still have to 
eat.” 

The majority of farm boys 
who intend to stick with agri- 
culture regard this decision as 
something in the nature of a 
family obligation. Those who 
want to strike out on different 
paths contend that financial re- 
turns are too small for the 
tough work involved in running 
a farm. 


Teaching is another vocation 
where the paternal example 
exerts a powerful influence. A 
total of 28 per cent of teachers’ 
sons expect to teach, too. 

“It certainly will give me an 
opportunity to keep right on 
learning,” an Alabama youth

commented, “and that’s what I 
want.”

“You 
should never get bored,” a 
Texas Christian University stu- 
dent said. “The paid vacations 
are a fine time to travel and 
get a change of job for a short 
time.” 
Arguments from the majority 
of teachers’ sons who tound 
their fathers’ profession unat- 


tractive centered on _ salary. 
“You get crumby pay for knock- 
ing yourself out,” an Alabama 
lad said. “I'd like to teach, but 
the advantages certainly aren't 
worth making it a career.” And 
a Californian snorted, “I've got 
too much ambition to bury my- 
self in a classroom all my life.” 
Twenty-eight per cent of en- 
gineers’ sons questioned felt in- 
clined to follow Dad's lead. The 
profession, explained a Univer- 
sity of Syracuse student, “is the 
ideal career because it offers a 


real challenge to do good.” An 


Ohis lad thought it’s “a terrifie 
field for anyone who wants to 
create,” 


while a Washington 
State junior felt engineering “is 
as secure as anything these 
days.” 

In the 72 per cent who had 
other plans was a University of 
Virginia. youth who contended 
that “in this business you have 


to work for somebody else and 


I want my own business.” The 
difficulty of the subject and the 
lengthy preparation required 
were additional factors in turn- 
ing engineers’ sons from their 
fathers’ career. 


. * * 
N other .occupations, 23 per 
cent of sons whose fathers 
toiled in communications me- 
dia such as publishing, editorial 
work, journalism, broadcasting 
and public relations, thought 
they'd do the same, Twenty-two 
per cent each among clergy- 
men’s and military men’s sons 
planned similar careers, In law, 
the percentage was 20; advertis- 


ing, 10: manufacturing, 17; medi- 


cine and insurance, 15 each: 
sales, merchandising, and tex- 
tiles13, and government service 
and real estate 8 per cent 
each. 

By contrast, such occupations 
as librarian, musician, person- 
nel and supervisory executives 
and investments drew a blank 
among the students’ surveyed. 

In the 16 per cent of boys 
who plan to follow their fathers 
into advertising, a Harvard stu- 
dent explained, “it offers a big 
future for an intelligent guy.” 
A Chicagoan said: “The excite- 
ment is stimulating even if the 
pressure is terrific,” 

On the other hand, a Univer- 
sity of Syracuse lad said: “Give 
me the quiet life. I don’t want 
an ulcer before I'm 30.” While 
a New York City boy comment- 
ed, “Advertising is the most in- 
secure business going.”
